‘Humanity’ 


Force for Good, 


Tells of Impressions of 
Tour in Welcome After 
London Reception . 


LONDON, June 23 (UP).— King 
George, in a speech at a welcome- 
home luncheon to him and Qveen 
Elizabeth, said today that his tour 
of Canada and the United States 
convinced him that human feeling 
still was the most potent of all 
jorces affecting world affairs. 

Moved at the warmth of London’s 
reception, on a triumphal procession 
to the historic Guildhall in the old 
“city” district and at the luncheon 
which followed, the King said: 

“T shall only try to tell you some 
of the impressions of my journey 
that remain in my mind. 

“First and deepest is that even in 
the age of machines and mass pro- 
duction, the strength of human fee!- 
ing is still the most potent of all 
forces affecting world affairs. 

“‘Over all nations,’ as a North 
American historian has written — 
over all nations—is humanity. 

“In no part of the world is that 
truth more evident than on the 
continent from which I have just 
returned.

On his way back here from Ger- 
many, Jeffers strengthened many of 
the pro-Nazi contacts he had made 
before leaving. He is understood to 
have received contacts from Nazis 
while he was in Germany. 

Evidence of a possible Federal vio- 
lation is indicated in the evidence 
that the district attorney is under- 
stood to possess concerning Jeffers’ 
smuggling.

Girls 
were making tea for the pickets 
and boys showed us the section 
of court where a workingclass 
theatrical group puts on skits. 

We went to another rent strike 
next—to a three-foot alley way off 
Commercial Road, where a row of 
Eighteenth Century houses were 
standing. 

Old white-washed buildings there 
were, with tiny windows and thick 
walls. 

Built as “laborers’ cottage” more 
than 200 years ago they house fac- 
tory workers today. One tenant I 
talked to is a tailor, a Communist, 
one of the Jewish workers the fas- 
cists try to bait. 


THREE ROWS ON STRIKE 
Three rows of such homes are on 
strike for lower rents. And not a 


cent have they paid the landlord for 
many weeks. 


I saw a sample of Chamberlain’s

the yard of one of these houses. It 
looked ‘like a sheet iron dog kennel. 

The householder was told to dig 
a hole in the ground, fit the sheet 
iron dog kennel inside and hide 
away there with his family 
crowded like sardines when the 
planes zoomed overhead. 

The man had no pick axe. The 
hole was never dug. If it were, 
a bomb could tear the sheet iron 
covering like paper.

_ Faces a New Danger 


e Stymied by popular pressure in their 
drive to destroy the Wagner Labor Act at 

_ this session, the Tories have embarked on a 
new and highly dangerous course. 

Their newest maneuver is a flank attack. 
They propose to take the Wagner Act issue 
out of the hands of the Labor Committee of 
- Congress and place it in the hands of a special 
“investigating’ committee. Rep. Smith of 
Virginia has introduced a bill in the House 
for this purpose—along with a companion 
bill for a similar “investigation” of the 
Wages-Hours administration. 

Ses Smith, it will be recalled, is the author 
" _ of the infamous “Omnibus Bill” which com- 
" _ bines all the worst alien and sedition meas- 
"ures introduced into the House. It is obvious 
that when this partner of Rep. Dies talks 
about “investigating” the NLRB, he has in 
mind another witch-hunt along the lines of 
the Dies Committee and the Woodrum WPA 
Investigating Committee. 

The proposed probe of the NLRB is the 
new method worked out by the Tories of cir- 
cumventing the established legislative pro- 
- eedure of Congress and thrusting aside the 
- regular standing committees. 

The persistent fury. with which the Tories 
' geek the.destruction of the Wagner Act, is 
seen in the fact that Rep. Smith introduced 
his bill after the NLRB itself made certain 
changes to meet the principal objections of 
the Tories. Incidentally, whether these 
changes will prove harmful or not, will de- 
pend largely on the method of administration. 
Needless to say, a move like the one to permit 
employers to petition for elections ‘under cer- 
tain conditions, is fraught with danger and 
' will require the constant vigilance of labor. 
Meanwhile, labor—particularly the A. F. 
. of L. unions—should immediately impress on 
their respective U.S. Representatives the 
need for blocking the Smith witch-hunt 
against the National Labor Relations Board.

“It is evident,” cabled Mr. Mowrer, “that 
William Strang, head-of the Central European 
Department of the British Foreign Office, 
who was sent to Moscow to conclude a pact, 
went with proposals which ... are going to 
prevent agreement.” That is, if Chamber- 
lain’s game is not exposed and defeated, seri- 
ous obstacles will remain in the way of a 
peace front. 


Mr. Chamberlain was stalling on major 
points, which Mr. Mowrer stated to be: the 
key question of guaranteeing the integrity of 
the Baltic states on the Soviet’s northwest 
border, and the mutual and automatic action 
of the parties to the mutual assistance pact, 
if fascism aggresses against any of the coun- 
tries involved. 

Both the British Foreign Office ind Mr. 
Chamberlain are cooking up all sorts of ex- 
cuses for delaying the pact and trying to 
blame the Soviet Union for being “stubborn.”

- mutual assistance pact which will halt fas- 


cism, and against any further appeasement 
intrigues of the. Munichmen who helped fas- 
cism annihilate the Albanian, Ethiopian, 
Czechoslovak, Austrian and Spanish indepen- 
dence. 

Chamberlain who flew as fast as he could 
to give Hitler what he got finally at Munich, 
endlessly drags on negotiations for a peace 
front with the Soviet Union.

* Two innocent Negro boys — Bubbles 
Clayton and Jim Carruthers—are in grave 
peril of a “legal” lynching down in Arkan- 
sas. Unless the conscience of the country is 
aroused, and the broadest and most imme- 
diate protests are sent to Gov. Carl E. Bai- 
ley, they will be executed June 30. 

Their case—known as the “Blythville” 
case—is one of the most hideous frame-ups 
since the shame of Scottsboro first took 
place in 1931.

The boys were “picked up” 
back in 1935, slapped into jail, where they 
have remained tortured until now. 

They were charged with shooting a 
county sheriff; but this flopped though the 
foulest third-degree methods were used on 
them.

The whole thing was 
cooked up when the Arkansas landlords let

® President Roosevelt’s new proposal for | 


job-creating loans has hit the Tories hard. 
They are stammering all kinds of phony argu- 
ments to try to stop it. 

But the Americarr people can welcome it 
and start immediate action to get Congress 
to pass it in the present session. It doesn’t 
go the whole way; it leaves certain important 
matters untouched, as we shall discuss below. 
But, by this plan, Roosevelt steps right in 
where Wall Street monopoly refuses to tread, 
and declares, in effect, that the government 
is not going to stand idly by and watch the 
spectacle of idle dollars while millions of 
Americans want to work and can’t find it in 
private industry. 

The purpose of the President’s proposal 
is for government action to stimulate private 
industry, to open the factory gates and start 
smoke through the chimneys of heavy. indus- 
try. It is important to remember that. The 
Tory press is howling that the “government 
it taking over private business,” and the Wall 
Street. Journal yesterday threw a fit and 
shrieked “state capitalism.” 

This is all the sheerest bunk. Roosevelt’s 
proposals are a million miles away from any 
“taking over” or from “state capitalism.” 
Job-making loans are plain and simple pres- 
sure on private monopoly to unloosen the 
hoard of idle dollars.

The Tory press argues that “if there are 
self-liquidating projects private capital can 
take are of them.” Sure! But why has Big 
Business refused to unloose the hoard of idle 
0 while re¥road replacements are at the 
lowest since 1900, housing is 20 years behind 
and public utility construction is the lowest 
in a decade? Wall Street sit-down strike and 
political blackmail against labor and the New 
Deal is the answer. 

The press argues that “some projects may

projects. Go ahead and open the factory 
gates. Useful projects are in the market for 
steel, machines, cement, lumber, metals, etc. 
Open the gates, start the wheels rolling!” 

Roosevelt’s job-making loan plan spot- 
lights once more the damaging way in which 
Wall. Street control of idle dollar's keeps fac- 
tories closed, blocks recovery and perpetuates 
unemployment. 

“ * * 

Of especial significance is the President’s 
proposal to add $500,000,000 for two-year 
loans to tenant farmers to aid them in buying 
machinery, making improvements, building 
barns, etc., etc. Tenant farmers, among those 
hardest hit by poverty, banks and railroads, 
have been badly neglected in the New Deal 
farm program thus far. Roosevelt's new pro- 
posals seem to mark a belated, but very wel- 
come change in this matter. 

From a realistic point of view, the Presi- 
dent’s plan, timely as it is, cannot solve all 
the problems of the sit-down strike of Wall 
Street monopoly. It is only realistic to ob- 
serve that the Wall Street banks will still 
control the idle dollar savings of the nation 
as before. The paralyzing system of monop- 
oly price-fixing still goes untouched. Possibil- 
ities for Big Business sabotaging even Roose- 
velt’s latest proposals are still strong, 4 
sidering monopoly price control. 

Experience will quickly show that to open 
the factories and provide jobs, the progres- 
sive camp will inevitably have to give prac- 
tical consideration to a Congressional pro- 
gram for nationalizing the railroads, taking 
over the “Big Three” Morgan-Rockefeller- 
Kuhn, Loeb banks (leaving the others in pri- 
vate hands), and launching a five-billion dol- 
lar a year housing program.

_ Friend of the People 


NE 18 marked the third anniversary of the death of 

the noted proletarian writer, Maxim Gorky, who 
earned for himself and for the first Socialist society a 
niche in history. 

Gorky, born Alexei Maximovich Peshkov, on March 
28, 1268, in the town of Nizhni Novgorod, now named 
after him (Gorky), grew up in the home of his grand-. 
father. Gorky gave a supremely truthful description of 
his childhood and boyhood, full as they were of adversity, 


in his splendid books: Childhood and My University Days. 

+ Gorky did not complete his his elementary school education, but by 
self-study. he acquired tremendous knowledge. Throughcut his life he 
- ardently loved books, of which.he read so many and with such avidity 
‘that he became one of the most cultured people of modern times, 

a Gorky experienced life in all its
